Maurer said that he felt that the house, 
leadership could have had the bill on the floor 
during the present session if they had really 
wanted to.

' teens will still be driving over the Wisconsin- 
Illinois border in search of liquor and fun. 

This is the' second time this year that 
. Wisconsin lawmakers have failed to come up 
with a solution to the teen drinlung-driving 
border crossing problem.

Donna Mae Litwiler of Ingleside, vice 
chairman of the Lake County Republican 
Central Committee, has announced that she 
will challenge incumbent chairman.

The county board member and active. 
Republican admittedly has had a, tough time 
getting support in some Republican 
. strongholds in district four, including An- - 
tioch Township. "But I have the three other 
county board members from my district, 
Jim Fields, Bud Scott and Norm Geary sup- 
porting me. Norm said yes the first time I " 
"asked, .can you belieueit?" , 

Other support is coming from/ Grant, 
Cuba, Deerfield, West Deerfield, Ela, and 
Waukegan Townships as well as Warren, 
"and I'ye picked up a little support in. 
Wauconda," Litwiler said. 

"Right now I'd say it's neck and neck. 1 ' 

Among her supporters is GeorgeAnne 
Depke of Gurnee, who openly feuded with 
Neal last year. Litwiler argues however, 
that she is not a Depke candidate, admitting 
"I have to overcome that Depke candidate 
image. I've known GeorgeAnne for a long 
. time and she's agreed to support me. I'm • 
not her favorile candidate, Lord knows. Bob * 
(Depke) and I fight and I'm not going to shy 
7 off-from him," said Litwiler, : _, 

Litwiler said she has made no promises 
for the county board chairmanship to gain" 
support. "That decision can't be made until 



after the November election," she said. 

Litwiler said she's running because she 
sees the county chairman's job as 
"generating enthusiasm, promoting unity, 
being energetic and providing an, 
educational. program for committeemen. 

Of the so-called west Lake County 
Republican bloc, Litwiler said "why do the 
Republican candidates come here first 
when they're running? Because they know if 
they get support in the west end, it will help" 
in the south. The west end is always strong 
because we' re a family." 

Litwiler said that there is a "great lack of 
communication" between the central com- 
mittee and the committeemen and a split 
between the central committee and its fund 
raising arm, the Republican Federation. 
Those are splits she'd like to see mended. 

"My goal is to have my own energy and 
-enthusiasm rub off on them ..(com-: 
mitteemen) for the good of the Republican 
Party," said Litwiler. ", - 

Of the March 20 Primary, Litwiler said 
"it's obvious the Republicans didn't give it- 
their all. There's too much of a laissez faire 
attitude among committeemen. They need 
some excitement in their life and I'm that 
excitement for them . " 
. Litwiler said of Neal that there is a "very 
obvious loner attitude." 

"I don't. even think he knows he has been 
trying to do everything himself," she said. 

She also charged that the party hasn't 

given enough openings to the conservatives 

of the county, "and I'm. riot conservative. 

Tm'down the middle of the road Republican.

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Seek accord on conflict

Following a meeting of concerned tavern 
and marina owners in the Fox Lake area, an 
agreement has been worked out which will, 
allow them input into development of an or- 
dinance to combat drunk drivers on the 
Chain 0' Lakes. 

Lake County Sheriff Robert (Mickey) Bab- 
cox said that Sgt. Tom Gardner had met with 
tavern owners prior to their March 26 
meeting. Representatives of those concerned 
.about the proposed legislation appeared at 
Tuesday's County Board Law and Judicial 
Committee meeting: ', 

Babcox said that as . a result of that 
meeting, he would be meeting with local 
representatives and Asst. State's Atty. 
Henry Caldwell to go over the proposed or- 
dinance, "and give the marina owners, 
resort owners and boating people a chance to 
get input into the ordinance. 

"We -want to get an ordinance that 
everyone could be happy with," Babcox ad- 
ded. 

Babcox had introduced an ordinance which 
would allow sheriff's deputies on the boat 
patrol to administer breathalyzer tests to 
boat drivers suspected of being under the in- 
fluence of alcohol. 

There are currently no state laws in Illinois 
allowing patrols to administer tests to 
drunken boat drivers. The ordinance is 
similar to Illinois highway drunk driving 
laws where if a driver refuses to take the test 
the driver's privileges to operate, a boat 
could be revoked for Up to a year. 



Babcox noted that -boating is still a 
recreational sport and the proposed or-" 
di nance does not prohibit alcohol on-boats. 
The law ' would' simply require that boat 
drivers not drink excessively while driving. 

It would apply to the Lake Michigan 
shoreline as well as the Chain 0' Lakes. 

j"I. think we all agree that we "need to do 
, something," said Babcox. "I understand that 
boating is a recreational sport and I don't ex- 
pect someone to go fishing without a couple 
of six-packs! ..What I want is to take* -the 
abusers off the water; those that show 
disregard for the safety of .others," said the 
sheriff. 

Babcox said that he viewed working with 
the local marina and tavern representatives 
as "a positive step. I don't see anything 
wrong~at-alland I' thinkwe'll get an or- 
dinance that everyone can be happy with 
that we can go back to the board with,!' he 
added. 

District Four County Board Member Don- 
na Mae Litwiler, who's from Grant Town- 
ship; said "I don't understand the big 
. hassle." 

"I probably won't be a friend of the resort 
and tavern owners after I make my speech,' 
but as elected officials we have to. pick and 
choose our priorities. The first priority of any 
elected official is" the health, safety and 
welfare of the people and that is what this 
legislation is designed to protect," said Lit- 
-wiler. mt ^ l 

Babcox said he didn't expect the proposed 
ordinance to come up before the board again 
until the May meeting.

With the outdoor-cooking 
season drawing to a close, 
many families, are, won- 
dering if there's life after 
burgers and hot dogs. 

Fresh pork is a tasty, ver- 
satile alernative that is . 
uaually less expensive than . 
steak, according to Linda 
Kuhn, Lake .County Ex- 
tension adviser. 

"Pork is easy to coo k and 
serve outdoors, and it can be 
"used in so many different 
ways," Kuhn said. "Almost 
any cut of pork can be 
satisfactorily cooked on the 
grill. , Although chops and 
ribs are the most popular 
cuts for outdoor cooking, 
. _blaide steaks, pork cubes,^ 
sausages and ground pork 
can taste every bit as good, 
hot off the grill.*' 

Low-to-moderate tem- 
peratures are best for 
cooking meat, both outdoors 
and in the kitchen. Outdoors, 
cooking should begin over 
glowing hot— not 

flaming— coals.'. 

Heat can be intensified by 
the wind, so Kuhn advises 
placing the grill in a 
sheltered location. 

She also recommends 
using a meat thermometer 
as a guide for donenes for 
roasts. Insert the ther- 
mometer so the bulb is cen- 
tered in the thickest part of 
the cut and not resting in fat, 
on the rotisserie rod or on 
bone. If the meat is being 
cooked 'on ' a rotisserie, be 

sure_the_therjnometer_will„ 

clear the cooking unit and ' 
drip pan as the meat turns. 

The thermometer should 
register 170 degrees 
Fahrenheit for fresh pork 
roasts, 160 degrees for un- 
cooked hams and 140 
degrees for fully cooked 
ham. 

Cooking time will vary 
depending on many factors, 
including the cut of meat and 
the correct degree of 
doneness. 

The., cooking rules are 
slightly different for 
rotisserie cooking, Kuhn 
said. The fire should be star- 
ted with a small amount of 
charcoal, but more should be 
added during cooking. A drip 
pan, which can be. made 
• from heavy-duty aluminum 



foil, should be placed under 
the meat and adjusted to cat- 
ch the juices as the meat tur-. 
ns. 

Meat cubes should be 
placed on a rotisseerie rod 
with other foods cut to the 
same size. Foods that will 
not cook "as quickly as the 
meat should be parboiled or 
partially precooked before 
added to the rod with the 
meat.

bers of fish for their ponds or 
lakes to buy fingerlings in 
bulk. 

BLUEGILL come in two 
sizes, 1 to 3 inches, and 4 to 6 
inches. It is an extremely 
popular pan fish. Stocking 
rates are typically 750-1,000 
fish per acre. 

Hybrid Sunfish come in 
one size, 1 to 3 inches. It ten- 
ds to grow faster than either 
its male Bluegill and female

The "catch-out" rate for 
Hybrid Sunfish is very high.

This' is excellent' com- 
panion to the Channel Cat- 
fish if both are artificially 
fed. 

CHANNEL Catfish are 
popular sport and food fish 
that do not "muddy" a pond 
as do Carp or Bullheads. 
They feed on a wide variety 
of food. Stocking rates are 
100 per acre if the fingerlings 
are not fed and 250 per acre
